Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 9/19/07 presents new references that are 
pertinent to the examination of this application. These references are now applied against the 
claims that are currently under consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chemical 
Abstracts Service, AN 1972:4021, XP-002444512, MATSUBARA, et al. (1971). 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chemical Abstracts Service, AN 1980:75973, XP-002444513, J P 54 103845 (1979). 

Claims 1 and 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chemical 
Abstract Services, AN 1960:56119, XP-002444517, VIL'CHINSKAYA, et al. (1959). 

Claims 1, 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chemical 
Abstract Services, AN 1996:247660, XP-002444521, LAMOTKIN, et al, (1995). 

Claims 1 , 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chemical 
Abstract Services, AN 1987:102591, XP-002444522, ES 541 929 Al (1986). 
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Each of the references teaches compounds that correlate directly with those compounds 
of applicant's claims. Reference XP-002444512, MATSUBARA, et aL further discloses the 
production of these compounds by reaction of a diene compound with unsaturated carboxylic 
acid. 

In this instance, the preamble of applicant's claims 4 and 5 is considered to be a 
statement of intended use, but has no bearing on the fact that the claimed compounds are known 
in the art as depicted by the prior art relied upon. 

The remaining references cited in the IDS of 9/2007 are considered to be cumulative.
